A Notice of Allowance for the above identified application was mailed on June 29, 
2007, with a published term adjustment under 35 U.S.C. § 1 54(b) of 0 days . For the reasons 
stated herein, reconsideration of this patent term adjustment is respectfully requested. 
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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the patent term adjustment under 35 U.S.C. § 154(b) is requested. 
A Notice of Allowance with a term adjustment of 0 days was mailed on June 29, 2007, and a 
copy of the Notification is included herewith as Exhibit A. Correction of the patent term 
adjustment to add 1667 days to the patent term as shown below is respectfully requested. 

The patent term adjustment for U.S. AppUcation No.: 09/605,733 is calculated as 
shown below. Dates are specified based on the Patent Application Information Retrieval 
(PAIR) system Patent Term Adjustment History, attached as Exhibit B. Please, note that the 
corresponding to be issued U.S. Patent is not subject to a terminal disclaimer. 

In the present application, a Revocation and Power of Attorney appointing the 
attorneys of Sonnenschein Nath & Rosenthal, LLP, and including a change of correspondence 
address, was received by the Office on September 27, 2001 but was not entered. A copy of 
the Revocation is enclosed herewith as Exhibit C. A Non-Final Office Action Response, 
mailed by the Office on November 12, 2003, was addressed to a Limbach & Limbach, LLP, 
having an address at 2001 Ferry Building, San Francisco, Ca 941 11-4262. A copy of the first 
page of the Office Action is enclosed herewith as Exhibit D. The U.S. Patent Office 
acknowledged in a Decision on Petition mailed on April 27, 2006, that the non-entry of the 
change of correspondence address resulted in the Non-final Office Action being sent to an 
incorrect address. A copy of the Decision on Petition is enclosed, as exhibit E. 
Subsequently, the Office issued a Notice to Rescind Abandonment on May 18, 2006, and a 
Notice of Restarted Response Period on May 22, 2006. See corresponding entries in 
Transaction History enclosed herewith as Exhibit F. Applicants submitted a Response after 
Non-Final Action on August 22, 2006. 

Thus, during the period between the November 10, 2003 mailing date of the 
incorrectly addressed Non-Final Office Action and the August 22, 2006 mailing date of 
Applicants' Non-Final Action Response, Applicants did not fail to engage in reasonable 
efforts to conclude processing or examination of the '733 application. As such. Applicants 
respectfully request that the entry, in Exhibit B, of 962 days as delay days incurred by 
Applicants be cancelled. 

Period ofadiustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.703(a) 
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The period of adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .703(a) is the number of days in the 
period beginning on the day ("the 14 month date") after that date that is fourteen months after 
the date on which the application was filed under 35 U.S.C. § 1 1 1(a) and ending on the date 
of mailing or either an action under 35 U.S.C. § 132 or a notice of allowance under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 151, whichever comes first. 

The present application was filed on June 28, 2000. The 14 month date specified in 
37 C.F.R. § 1.703(a) is August 28, 2001. The first PTO action was a non-fmal Office Action 
mailed October 3, 2003. The difference between the 14 month date and the date of mailing of 
the requirement for restriction is 766 days. 

Reduction in period of adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.704(a)-(e) 

With respect to the grounds for adjustment set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.704(a)-(e), an 
applicant is deemed to have failed to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude processing or 
examination of an application for the cumulative total of any periods or time in excess of 
three months that are taken to reply to any notice or action by the Office. Any such three 
month period is measured fi-om the date the notice or action was mailed to the applicant. The 
period of adjustment set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.703 shall be reduced by the number of days 
beginning on the day ("the 3 month date") after the date that is three months after the date of 
mailing of the Office communication. 

In the present application, a Final Rejection was mailed on November 6, 2006. The 3 
month date for this communication is February 6, 2004. A Response to the Final Rejection 
was received in conjunction with a Request for Continued Examination by the Office on 
April 10, 2007, so the reduction in period of adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.704(b) is 6\ 
days - 
Total Patent Term Adjustment 

For the present application, the total patent term adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 
1.703(f) is the period of adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.703 reduced by the reduction under 
37 C.F.R. § 1 .704. The total adjustinent is thus:

This is a decision on the "Petition to Rescind Holding of Abandonment Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.181," 
filed December 20, 2005, and supplemented on March 2, 2006. 

This application was held abandoned for failure to respond timely to the ndnfinal Office action, mailed 
on November 12, 2003, which set a three-month shortened statutory period for reply. In the apparent 
absence of a timely filed response, the application was held abandoned on February 13, 2004. A 
Notice of Abandonment was mailed on June 1 0, 2004. 

In the petition, petitioner asserted that the practitioner did not receive the nonfinal Office action 
because the USPTO did not enter the revocation and appointment of power of attorney and the change 
of correspondence address submitted on September 24, 2001. As a result of this error, the Office 
erroneously mailed the nonfinal Office action to an incorrect correspondence address. Accordingly, 
petitioner requested that the Office withdraw the holding of abandonment, remail the nonfinal Office 
action, and restart the period for reply. 

A review of the record indicates that petitioner filed an "Revocation and Power of Attorney," on 
September 24, 2001 , which was signed by authorized persons to act on behalf of the assignee, and 
contained a revocation and appointment of power of attorney and a change of correspondence address.
